What is the Missouri Municipal
Water Pollution Prevention Survey?

The Missouri Municipal Water
Pollution Prevention Survey (MWPP) is
an annual self-evaluation of your sewer
utility. The MWPP is a tool for manage-
ment and operations personnel to
jointly evaluate the wastewater utility
system. The survey will help identify sys-
tem strengths and weaknesses. You
can use this information to plan system
improvements or upgrades, and con-

sider operational or financial changes.
These improvements will help you
maintain compliance with your
National Pollutant Discharge
Elimination System (NPDES) discharge
permit,

The survey is divided into
five sections:

O The Wastewater Utility Systems sec-
tion identifies the various compo-
nents of your ufility system and
addresses operation and mainte-
nance issues.

O The Loading/Capacity section
examines the hydraulic and organ-
ic loads on the system, compares
the loading to design capacity,
and looks at the tfreatment efficien-
cy of the system.

O The Sludge and Biosolids-Disposal
and Reuse section identifies the
sludge management systems and
evaluates.

O The Sewer Use section evaluates
the sewer use ordinance and the
effects of local commercial and
industrial facilities on the waste-
water freatment system.

O The Management and Financial
Capacity section examines the
ability of the management and
financial systems to provide for the
long-term viability of the utility.
